Korean War 
veteran 
receives 
burial - 60 
years later

Paul Marshall Gordon will 
be returning to Grant County 
after he went missing in 
January 1951. 

He will be given a funeral 
with full military honors later 
at the Kentucky Veterans 
Cemetery in Williams town. 

His family has spent 60 
years waiting for word on what 
became of their loved one, a 
POW from the Korean War. 

“The family never gave up 
that they’d 
find him 
and he’d 
come 
home,” said 
Jerry 
Gordon, a 
nephew. 

Jerry said 
he was 
always told 
that Paul idolized his older 
brother, Artha, who served in 
WW II. 

“That’s why Paul snuck in 
the army when he really was 
under age,” Jerry said. 

In 1966, when Doll and 
Urie, Paul’s parents died, a 
marker for him was installed at 
Hill Crest Cemetery in Dry 
Ridge. 

From time to time the fam¬ 
ily would receive letters from 
the military that they were still 
actively looking for Paul’s 
remains.

SNOW DAYS PILE UP FOR SCHOOLS

ICE,ICE 
BABY 

The National Weather Service 
issued a winter storm warning 
beginning at 4 p.m. on Tuesday, 
Feb. 4 through 7 a.m. Wednesday, 
Feb. 5. The warning was for snow 
and freezing rain. Precipitation 
could be heavy at times, the 
weather service said. 

Freezing rain amounts could 
total a quarter to a third of an 
inch. 

That’s enough to make travel 
hazardous and to cling to tree 
branches and power lines. Power 
outages are possible in areas with 
significant icing, NWS said. 

The weather service said it’s 
possible that an ice storm warning 
could be issued depending on 
conditions. 


When will it end? 

That’s the question many 
school administrators, parents and 
maybe even a few students are 
asking as snow days keep piling 
up. 

After another dump of snow 
canceled classes Feb. 3, Grant 
County Schools brought their 
total of missed days to 13. 

Grant County only missed 
seven days last school year. 

In the calendar approved 
before the school year, the district 
accounted for 14 makeup days, 
meaning the school board will 
likely have to go back to the 
drawing board with no end in 
sight for winter. 

The original last day for Grant 
County Schools was May 14.

students stood at June 4 with a 
chance for more inclement weath¬ 
er this week to push the date fur¬ 
ther or alter the school calendar. 

The school board will discuss 
amending the calendar during its 
Feb. 13 meeting. 

One likely outcome is school 
will now be in session on 
President’s Day on Feb. 17. 

Other potential discussions 
could be whether to use part of 
spring break to make up the piling 
up snow days. 

“If we use President’s Day, 
that will leave us two more days 
to miss before we have to adjust 
the calendar further,” said Nancy 


Howe, Grant County Schools 
public information officer. 
“Extending our day, however, is 
not an option as the state recently 
revised the law and now requires 
a minimum of 170 days in atten¬ 
dance.” 

While some of the missed 
days have involved frigid tem¬ 
peratures, Scott Shipp, director of 
operations for Grant County 
Schools, said the closures have 
been due to road conditions. 

“The county has been working 
very hard on the roads, but we 
will not send a bus out on some of 
our side roads until we know that 
they are safe for our kids,” he 
said. 

Williamstown Independent 
Schools have had better luck, 
missing only seven days so far 
because of weather.

KRA recognizes 
unintended 
consequences 

Two bills have been introduced 
in the Kentucky House of Repre¬ 
sentatives that could significantly 
impact the restaurant industry in 
Kentucky, our employees and the 
customers we serve. HB 1 pro¬ 
poses an increase in state mini¬ 
mum wage while HB 191 would 
reduce the tip credit available to 
Kentucky businesses that employ 
workers who regularly receive 


tips. The Kentucky Restaurant 
Association (KRA) is opposed to 
both bills and recognizes their un¬ 
intended consequences. 

Rather than helping workers, 
HB 1 would undoubtedly reduce 
employment opportunities, par¬ 
ticularly unskilled individuals and 
for teenagers seeking their first 
job. HB 191, meanwhile would 
mandate higher wages for employ¬ 
ees already making much more 
than minimum wage. If these in¬ 
dividuals get a government man¬ 
dated raise it will likely be their 
co-workers who will suffer since 
there will be less money available 
for non-tipped employee increases. 

Kentucky’s restaurant industry 
provides fair wages and job oppor¬ 
tunities for over 191,000 people 
who would be affected by these 
bills. Our industry is an industry 
of opportunity. Restaurant jobs are 
a great training ground for all ca¬ 
reers, providing workers with the 
resources and opportunities they 
need for a variety of fields. These 
jobs teach critical skills including 
personal responsibility, teamwork, 
discipline and accountability. 
Many workers advance from their 
entry-level positions. In fact, nine 
out of 10 salaried restaurant em¬ 
ployees began in hourly positions. 
Part-time, entry-level work is im¬ 
portant and fills a critical need in 
Kentucky’s workforce, providing 
additional income and flexibility 
for workers trying to balance their 
careers with family responsibili¬ 
ties or as a way to remain involved 
in their communities. Most indus¬ 
try workers are students with irreg¬ 


ular schedules, teenagers saving 
for school or parents and caregiv¬ 
ers who need a job with flexible 
hours that fit their busy lives. 

The majority of restaurant in¬ 
dustry employees earn more than 
minimum wage. The median 
hourly wage for restaurant work¬ 
ers nationally is $9.10. Only 5 per¬ 
cent of restaurant employees earn 
minimum wage and those who are 
predominantly teenagers who are 
working part-time jobs. 

Of those who are tipped, our 
research shows that the average 
tipped restaurant employee earns 
$14.55 an hour, jar from the $2.13 
wage often cited. Federal law re¬ 
quires that tipped employees be 
paid a “cash wage” of a $2.13 but 
allows tips the employees receives 
and report to be counted to meet 
minimum wage. If for some rea¬ 
son that $7.25 minimum is not met, 
it is the employer’s obligation to 
pay additional “cash wages” to en¬ 
sure that every employee makes at 
least minimum wage. 

Ultimately, it will be our cus¬ 
tomers that would suffer the most 
if HB 1 and HB 191 become law. 
If the cost of labor for restaurants 
rises dramatically as proposed by 
these bills, menu prices would 
have to increase. Both bills pro¬ 
visions would negatively affect 
Kentucky restaurants and in turn, 
Kentucky families that are our 
customers.

USDA hardiness 
zones are hot, cold 

Cold Hardiness 

he USDA Hardiness Zone Map has long 
been a guideline for cold hardiness of plants; 
about every 10 years it is revised in order to 
provide a bit more detail in our changing climate. 
The most recent map was revised in January of 
2013 and is based on temperature information from 
1976 through 2005. Climate researchers collected 
temperatures from over 4,600 weather stations 
across the United States. They take the average 
coldest temperature of a location to come up with 
an “average annual extreme temperature” to 
determine an area’s hardiness zone. Digitally 
created maps have high resolution and can easily 
show the microclimates that typically pop up 
around cities. This is the reason that some of us 
around Louisville are in Zone 7a (to the west of 
downtown averages 0 to 5 degrees); 6a 
(Simpsonville where I live has an average extreme 
of -10 degrees to 15 degrees); and others are in 
Zone 6b (St. Matthews has a slight edge with an 
average extreme of 15 degrees to 0) 

The USDA hardiness map has also added four 
more zones that designate areas that experience 
average annual minimum temperatures of 50 
degrees, 60 degrees, 70 degrees or 80 degrees F, 
respectively. Each Zone has a trendy color attached 
to it, too. Our area is various shades of green. The 
American Horticultural Society’s makes it very 
easy for us to access our exact zone, visit www. 
ahs.org and scroll down to navigate to “Gardening 
Maps.” You can plug in your zip code and 
interactive GIS -based site will tell you if you are 
still the old Zone 6 (which is now 6a or 6b); or if 
you have graduated to the “warmer” Zone 7. With 
that said don’t worry about 
changing anything you do 
in the garden. If anything, 
take more risks! For most 
of us we remain in Zone 6, 
those of us closer to the 
city may be included in 
Zone 7 due to a heat-island 
effect. 

Heat Zones 

In addition to mapping 
the Plant Hardiness Zones 
we have a map to help with 
how heat affects the health 
of our plants. If you have 
ever tried to grow 
delphinium in the garden 
you know that it is not the 
cold hardiness that thwarts 
success, instead it is the heat and humidity that 
makes them melt by mid-June. 

In 1997 The USDA’s Plant Heat Zone map was 
introduced. The heat map divides the United States 
into 12 different heat zones. They compiled 
temperature data from 1974 through 1995 from the 
National Climatic Data Center and established 
zones based on the average number of days a 
location experienced 86 degrees Fahrenheit or 
above. Heat Zone 1 has less the one day above 86 
degrees and Zone 12 has 210 or more days at or 
above 86° F. Why 86 degrees? Well, at 86 degrees 
F plants begin to show heat stress. Leaves may 
wilt, roots may stop growing, flowers drop, bud 
initiation ceases or heat recovery overnight doesn’t 
occur because temperatures are too high. 

In an effort to establish guidelines for heat 
tolerance the Plant Heat Zone map allows us to be 
better informed about the plants we buy and what 
realistic expectations about their summer 
performance should be. Some nurseries are already 
including heat hardiness information but the usage 
on tags is primarily only seen with larger wholesale 
plant producers. 

It seems sort of confusing and it may take a 
while to get used to but here’s how to decipher the 
four-code system for heat. There are two sets of 
numbers, for example, (6-9, 9-1). The first set of 
numbers recognizes that the plant is cold hardy in 
zones 6, 7, 8 and 9; the second set of numbers 
indicates that the plant has heat tolerance from 
zones 9 down to the coolest of zone 1. Just be sure 
that zone 6 or zone 7 is included in the number 
spread of both cold and heat ranges and the plant is 
approved for both heat and cold hardiness in 
Kentuckiana!

Living a life of purity 

I have a dog, named Bandit who lives up to his 
name. I have tried everything to keep this 
dog in check but he is a “Houdini” when it 
comes to getting loose. He is a good dog, great 
to play with, and he loves to show lots of slob¬ 
bery affection, but yet when it comes to obedi¬ 
ence.. .Bandit lives up to his name. That is why I 
found this story so appealing. In his book about 
his daughters and his dog, named Samson, Rob¬ 
ert J. Morgan tells this story. He writes, “My 
daughter Hannah and I had a Great Dane named 
Samson that we dearly loved, and Samson, as it 
turns out, was well named, for he was big and 
strong and muscular—and, like his namesake, 
he also had a penchant for wandering. We built 
fences, we tried chains and dog runs, we tried 
everything to keep Samson at home. But he’d 
dig under the fence or climb over it, and it drove 
us to distraction. 

So we bought the best-selling book on the 
market on the subject of training dogs. “No Bad 
Dogs” was written by the famous British dog 
trainer Barbara Woodhouse, who raises Great 
Danes herself. One night when I went upstairs 
to tuck in Hannah, she had a sad expression on 
her face, and she said, “Dad, I know now what 
Samson’s real problem is. Listen to this Daddy” 
and she read to me this paragraph from the book: 
“In a dog’s mind, a master or a mistress to love, 
honor, and obey is an absolute necessity. The 
love is dormant in the dog until brought into full 
bloom by an understanding owner. Thousands of 
dogs appear to love their owners, they welcome 
them home with enthusiastic wagging of the tail 
and jumping up, they follow them about their 
houses happily and, to the normal person seeing 
the dog, the affection is true and deep. But to 
the experienced dog trainer this outward show is 
not enough. The true test of real love takes place 
when the dog has got the opportunity to go out 
on its own as soon as the door is left open by 
mistake and it goes off and often doesn’t return 
home for hours. That dog loves only its home 
comforts and the attention it gets from its fam¬ 
ily; it doesn’t truly love the master or mistress as 
they fondly think. True love in dogs is apparent 
when a door is left open and the dog still stays 
happily within earshot of its owner. For the own¬ 
er must be the be-all and end-all of a dog’s life. 
He then writes, “The real test of our Christianity 
isn’t seen in our work or activity, or even in our 
theological purity. It’s found in this: when we 
have an opportunity to wander away, to disobey, 
to leave his presence, do we choose instead to 

stay close to him, 
to abide in Christ, 
to obey?” 

Ouch! That hurts 
doesn’t it? We 
have to be honest 
with ourselves.... 
we are prone to 
wander, aren’t 
we? We don’t brag 
about it, and we 
may wag our hands 
in worship, shout 
and sing about 
how much we love 
God, but when we 
are behind closed 
doors, when we 
think no one is 
life of love toward 
God, a life that listens and obeys God’s call for 
holiness? 1 Samuel 15:22 says, “Does the Lord 
delight in burnt offerings and sacrifices as much 
as in obeying the voice of the Lord? To obey is 
better than sacrifice.” 

This is where we have so many similarities 
with those dogs. Just like Bandit and Samson, 
we have a loving master who wants what is best 
for us but yet like Bandit and Samson how many 
times do we try to pull at the leash, dig under 
the fence, or wander to see what is out beyond 
the limits of our yard only to hurt ourselves in 
the process. I have watched my dog and I feel 
bad for him because I can see how strong that 
temptation is for him to wander. Not only does 
it look like it would be fun for him to go off, but 
there are other dogs wandering around barking 
at him to come join them. 

If I could talk dog (beyond the roof and arf 
I already know), I would tell him that there is 
a reason I want him to stay in the yard. That 
I am not being mean but I am trying to protect 
him and help him to have life and life more 
abundantly. I wish I could have a way where he 
could be reminded that I am a loving master, and 
that there were other dogs who felt the same way 
about their master. I wish there was a way these 
dogs could get together and learn how to love 
their master wholeheartedly. 

Like I said, we have much in common with 
these dogs. We need help from others to remind 
us who that Jesus is the center of our lives and 
our lives need to reflect that.

Six weeks after cross-town rival 
Williamstown celebrated a victory at 
Grant County High School, the Grant 
County Lady Braves returned the fa¬ 
vor with a 54-47 win over the host 
Lady Demons on Jan. 30.

But four straight losses at end the month 
have slowed Williamstown’s momentum 
considerably, though its certainly not for a 
lack of effort by the young Demons.

Jon Jump added 
a pair of 3-pointers and finished with eight 
points, followed by Chaz Jordan with six 
and Cameron Varner five to round out the 
Demons’ scoring. 

Williamstown will be busy during the 
month of February with seven games in 14 
days. After Tuesday’s home matchup with 
Dayton, the Demons will be on the road on 
Friday, February 7 at Eminence and Satur¬ 
day, Feb. 8 at Silver Grove.

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Jump, Hicks rank high 
in KHSAA stats

A pair of local athletes continue to 
make a name for themselves by ranking 
near the top in the most recent release of 
the Kentucky High School Athletic As¬ 
sociation’s boys’ basketball stat leaders. 

Williamstown senior guard David 
Jump, who scored a career-high 40 in 
a game this week, continues to rank 
among Kentucky’s top scorers with an 
average of 27.4 points per game. He 
trails East Jessamine’s Ronnie Carson 
by only .3 for second place and Au¬ 
gusta’s Brent Bach by 1.7 points for the 
lead. 

Jump continues to be one of the 
Bluegrass state’s most deadly free throw 


shooters as well, ranking seventh over¬ 
all by hitting 83.3 percent of his shots 
(150 of 180) from the charity stripe.

In 1999, the military took DNA sam¬ 
ples from Paul’s siblings, Artha and 
Dorothy Gayheart. 

Negotiations between the United 
States and North Korea in recent years 
have resulted in field investigation and 
excavation teams being allowed into 
North Korea to search for the remains of 
missing service members. 

In January, the Gordon family 
received the long awaited news that 
indeed Paul’s remains had been found. 
Since 1992, they were located in the 
tomb of unknown soldier in Hawaii. 

“We’d been getting those letters for 
so long that we never expected someone 
to call and say they found him,” Jerry 
said. 

The DNA tests revealed the remains 
identity and Gordon has been sent home. 

“Grandma would tell Paul’s story, 
even down to the smallest child, but to 
us it was just a story we grew up with, 
but now it’s real,” Jerry said.

Myers will talk about writing and 
researching for her historical mysteries, clos¬ 
ing out her Tito Amato sleuth series with the 
sixth and final book published in January and 
starting a new historical series with another 
Louisville author, Joanne Dobson.

A smaller, more compact district and 
buses not having to travel on more rural roads 
affords Williamstown the ability to stay in 
school more often. 

Williamstown originally was set to end 
school May 21. The school board is expected 
to vote on a revised calendar Feb. 10 that 
would have the closing date be May 27, as 
long as no more days are missed after Feb. 4. 

Under the plan, two days will be made up 
on President’s Day on Feb. 17 and on Feb. 
18. The district is also looking to get creative 
in making up two additional days. First, stu¬ 
dents would now also attend school all day 
March 12 instead of having an early release 
day. 

The district already has more instructional 
minutes built into the day than required. 
Combine that with a week where recess 
would be replaced with physical education 
instruction by teachers and the district would 
be able to make up two snow days. Currently, 
all other missed days will be added to the end 
of the calendar. 

“We have been fortunate in recent years to 
have had mild winters,” said David Poer, 
irector of pupil personnel for the district. 
“We will just have to make the best of it.” 




FIRE DESTOYS BARN

“I told the doctor to push 
and probe so I could leave the 
job healthy and it was the most 
in depth physical I’ve ever had 
and everything was good,” 
Smith said. 

Smith, who has been a vol¬ 
unteer fire fighter in Dry Ridge 
for more than 25 years, as well 
as having served a fire chief, 
assistant, chief, training officer 
and just about every other job 
there, began working for Dry 
Ridge again as a firefighter fol¬ 
lowing his retirement in 
Lexington. 

When he wasn’t fighting 
fire or attending a softball 
game for his youngest daugh¬ 
ter, Mariah, he was working on 
his farm in Cordova, as well as 
helping other farmers in the 
area when needed. 

“Let’s just say me and one 
of the dairy cows fought over 
the same spot and she won. 
She really hurt me,” Smith 
said, of the injury he received 
in early 2013. 

When he finally got around 
to keeping an appointment for 
his annual physical exam with 
the DRFD when he wasn’t 
doing snow removal work, he 
was told he was anemic. 

“I thought it was something 
to do with the cow incident,” 
he said. “I thought maybe she 
pushed something loose.” 

He had another physical 
and was told he was anemic. 

After a battery of tests, he 
was diagnosed in late March 
with Stage 4 liver and colon 
cancer and was given two to 
five years to live. 

“From there I lost a year in 
my world and things got stupid 
and a new world took over,” he 
said, with a grin. 

The lesions in Smith’s liver 
were too large for surgery so he 
began chemotherapy. Smith 
spent the next several months 
getting chemotherapy treat¬ 
ments. 


“It was done in a big open 
room and we’d be there for 
eight hours so you made 
friends with the people around 
you because you didn’t have 
anything else to do,” Smith 
said. 

Smith also joined a research 
trial. 

While the side effects of 
chemotherapy vary from 
patient to patient, Smith said he 
felt like he had them all. 

“If there was a side effect I 
could have got, I got it,” he 
said. 

There were blisters on his 
face and mouth. His hands 
became super sensitive to cold 
and he couldn’t even drink 
something from the refrigera¬ 
tor because it froze his hands. 

“My hair got thin and then 
the hiccups came,” he said. 

Once the hiccups lasted for 
over a week. 

Smith now has a colostomy 
bag that he’s had since June, as 
well as a drainage bag. 

“I was allergic to one of the 
chemo medicines and it made 
me feel like I was having a 
stroke,” he said. 

Smith spent 20 days in the 
hospital following surgery in 
October 2013,16 of those were 
spent in the Intensive Care 
Unit. He has no memory of 
those days only vivid dreams, 
one in which he met the Queen 
of England. 

“The doctors said he was on 
so much pain medicine, it was 
enough to take down an ele¬ 
phant, but he was still thrash¬ 
ing around,” said Smith’s wife, 
Bamba. 

The doctors decided to start 
him over on dmgs that metabo¬ 
lized through the liver, but their 
fear was if they didn’t get him 
off the ventilator soon he’d 
have to have a trachea tube or 
hole cut in his throat. 

Then his lung collapsed. 

Finally he was able to go to 
a rehabilitation facility where 
in just over a week he regained 


enough strength to go home. 

While he was fighting the 
cancer, friends and family were 
working to make Smith’s 
dream come true of selling him 
home and moving to his farm. 

Brandon Voet, of Corinth, 
also a firefighter in Dry Ridge 
and Lexington, met Smith 
seven years ago when Smith 
traveled to a fire station that 
Voet was assigned to in 
Lexington. 

“We discovered that our 
farms were just a couple miles 
apart and we both lived in 
Grant County and we just hit it 
off,” said Voet. 

When Smith was diagnosed 
with cancer, Voet began to 
organize work crews at Smith’s 
farm to finish re-building the 
frame home that Smith had 
gutted before his illness. 

“When he got sick, I knew 
he couldn’t work on it any 
more, so I sat down with him to 
see what the plan was and he 
said it was his dream to live on 
that farm, so that’s what we 
wanted to do for him and his 
family,” Voet said. 

The workers have been 
family, friends and neighbors 
of Smiths. They’ve also been 
retired Lexington fire fighters 
who donated plumbing and 
electrical services. The 
Kentucky Cattlemen’s 
Association, of which Smith is 
a member, also came to the 
site and brought food for the 
volunteers. 

Voet said other firefighters 
from Lexington have donated 
time and money to the remodel 
project, but the cold weather 
and the need for more building 
materials and funds have 
slowed the process. 

That’s where Smith’s 
friends stepped in by planning 
a benefit on Saturday, Feb. 8 at 
the Dry Ridge Outlet Mall 
Banquet Center for Smith and 
his family. 

For Voet, jumping in to help 
was the right thing to do. 


“We were work and farm¬ 
ing buddies, but this has 
brought me into their family,” 
said Voet. “I just wanted to 
help and this was something I 
could do.” 

For Smith, the entire ordeal 
has been humbling. 

“I get cards and calls from 
people eveiy day, even my sci¬ 
ence teacher from seventh 
grade,” Smith said. “It’s over¬ 
whelming the amount of peo¬ 
ple who have sent cards or 
stopped by to visit or work on 
the farm or house for us.” 

Smith said other friends and 
family had wanted to do a ben¬ 
efit but he told them no. 

“Then I found out that I was 
getting one,” he said, with tears 
in his eyes. “You understand 
help from your family and peo¬ 
ple you are close to, but for 
strangers to want to help that’s 
really something.” 

The best news - doctors 
have told he’s cancer free. 

When he finishes his fourth 
and last preventative chemo¬ 
therapy treatment, he should be 
able to get rid of the colostomy 
and drainage bags and get back 
to spending time working and 
relaxing on his farm with his 
wife and two other daughters, 
Jessica and Danielle. He’s also 
expecting a new grandchild 
any day. 

“If that cow hadn’t rolled 
me and I hadn’t experienced 
that kind of pain where the 
cancer actually was, I probably 
wouldn’t have gotten another 
physical, so that cow saved my 
life,” Smith said. 

Nantz isn’t surprised. 

“He was told he wouldn’t 
walk because he was diag¬ 
nosed with scoliosis as a child. 
Then he was told he wouldn’t 
be able to be a firefighter, but 
he did. He told me that he’d 
beat cancer and he went from 
two to five years to a clean bill 
of health. He doesn’t have a lot 
of quit in him,” Nantz said.
